My experiment a few years ago ICW antenna charge was to take my 500 ft loop, 
tie the feed together and then connect a string of 10 NE-2 neon bulbs to 
ground. Quite interesting to analyze during a thunderstorm. Most lightning 
flashes would light one to three bulbs with an occasional full string. The 
one that surprised me the most was the flash that lit all 10 bulbs and the 
boom was a full count of ten (seconds) away. 


Obviously there was no direct strike at the time as all of this would have 
vaporized. 


The real lesson is that you disconnect the antenna when you quit operating. 
Waiting for a storm and then doing a panic disconnect is rather foolish; 
what if you are out shopping? 


Before this neon test I did have a hit and watched my antenna vaporize. 
While the fireworks were entertaining the damage was not. I had followed 
one of the goofy ideas and used a knife switch to ground the antenna. The 
lightning after traveling several miles thru the air simply jumped the open 
contacts of the knife switch and did a couple thousand $ of damage. TNX to 
the ARRL insurance it was not too bad.

Just thought I'd pass along a tip to some new folks. When using the TV 300 
ohm (flat) wire for antenna or feed (or both) you will find the wires are 
often fairly fragile. This is how I have overcome this problem: 


I will carefully strip the wire back about 3/4 inch on both sides and leave 
the center insulation in tact. I then take two #18 speaker wires ( about 3 
inches long) and twist and solder one to each side. I then carefully place 
the wires back along side the center insulator of the 300 ohm and tape it 
snugly with electrical tape. 


If for some reason I need to identify one side from the other I will make one 
side longer 


The other ends of the speaker wires I will either tin or install an RCA 
fitting. This gives good flexibility to the 300 ohm line. 


I mentioned RCAs. For most of my antenna activities I will use speaker wire 
with male RCA fittings and interconnect with double female RCAs. 


When making portable verticals it is sometimes easier to connect all the 
radials to one RCA and then just connect to feed with double female

I just came across some notes I wrote a long time ago 

analysing the following circuit for 

charging NiCd and NiMH cells. I came across it many years ago in Elektor 
magazine. It's quite useful, and probably cheaper than 

using an LM317 as a constant current source.

It works because a transistor makes a very good constant current source 
if the base voltage is kept constant. The LED is forward biased, of 
course and will have a voltage across it of 1.2V - 1.8V. This depends on 
the LED colour. 


The current through the load will be largely independent of the supply 
voltage. 


Ic will be ~(Vb-0.6)/R2 = (1.8 - 0.6)/R2 = 1.2/R2 giving R2 = 1.2/Ic. 
For instance, if we need a current of 120 mA, R2 will be 1.2/0.12 = 10R. 


It's a good idea to measure the voltage drop across the LED before you 
calculate the value of R2. Also, calculate the power dissipation in R2, and 
the transistor and select suitably rated devices. Heat sink the transistor 
if necessary. 


The LED should be off with the load removed, and will be on with the load 
connected. A couple of ordinary diodes such as 1N4148s could be used, giving 
1.2V, but the LED is better, because you can see if the circuit is working 
properly. A suitable transistor is the BD139 which is easy to get hold of in 
Europe, at any rate).

It strengthens any center-fed antenna if the feedline - coax or whatever - 
is run over the top of the insulator and then connected to the antenna 
wires. A little Scotch 33 tape and or a tie-wrap or two will keep things 
tied down. That way, there is never any strain on the electrical 
connections. Never had a feedline break off in 55 years! 


An all-twinlead folded dipole can have the center joint reinforced by 
simply melting scraps of polyethylene over the joint until a solid patch is 
built up on both sides, etc. Melts easily with a soldering iron or gun, but 
stinks a little! <it 


That is how we used to build them in the 40's when twinlead first came out. 
Also we would heavily wax the feedline portion with paste wax to minimize 
the effects of moisture, rain, etc.

Gang, 


While the rest of you've been chasing the fox and getting ready to be 
bumblebees (which are both worthy pursuits, of course), I've been trying 
something new (for me)--working the FM repeater satellites, AO-27 and UO-14. 
I bought me one of those Arrow II antennas, made my own duplexer (see 

http: //members.home.net/kOlee/duplexer.htm), and hooked it up to my Yaesu 
FT50R dual-band HT for some satellite fun. We get three or four good passes 
here each day, and over the weekend I've bagged twenty or so contacts, even 
a few VEs and XEs. These are not ragchew contacts--more like contest 
exchanges--but it's fun anyway when you hear someone call you through a 
satellite which might be 2000 miles distant. There's something really cool 
about your 5-watt FM signal being sufficient to complete a QSO when it 
travels a couple thousand miles to do so. 


Maybe this isn't "traditional" QRP, but it's QRP nevertheless (for me with 
my 5W, anyway), and I've been having a ball doing it. If you're looking for 
something new to try, give it a whirl. I've been using an MSDOS program 
called PREDICT (you can find it via AMSAT's web site www.amsat.org) and 
getting keplerian elements from AMSAT's site in order to know when the 
satellites will be in range. 


I'm no old hand at this, but if you give it a whirl, here are two 
recommendations: first, don't be bashful. These birds are very busy and 
you'll never get a contact if you don't make some noise (but listen first so 
you hear typical procedure, and don't transmit if you can't hear the 
satellite). Second, be patient. Until you get the hang of it, keeping the 
antenna pointed in the right direction with the correct orientation can be 
challenging. And sometimes you get skunked on a pass. I've struck out on one 
pass only to work a half-dozen on the next pass. 


There's a good intro to AO-27 in the Jan 1998 QST (p. 64), and UO-14 is much 
like it (different frequencies, though). There's more info on AMSAT's web 


Site. Enjoy...

If you're not one who likes to design and print your own QSL card, skip this 
message. 


I've been hunting around for some good glossy card stock for running through 
my HP ink jet printer so I can produce some nice QSL cards. I finally found 
some stuff I like at Office Depot. It's the Office Depot brand Premium High 
Gloss Photo Paper for ink jet printers, and it comes in 8.5 x 11" sheets, 25 
sheets to a package. It's 69 lb weight and very high gloss but you can write 
easily on it (on either side--the back is normal, not high gloss) with a 
ballpoint pen and it doesn't smear. I get great results when I run it 
through my ink jet. The downside is that I have to manually cut out the 
cards after printing (I get three cards on a page). 


If you use this stuff, only feed one sheet at a time. Otherwise, the sheets 
pull each other through the printer so you might get two or three sheets fed 
at a time. 


This stuff isn't cheap, but I saw it advertised in their latest sale flyer 
for about $11 for a pack of 25 sheets. If I don't waste any, it costs me 
about 15 or 20 cents per card (plus whatever the ink costs me). If you don't 
have an Office Depot nearby, you can probably get it from their web site 
(www.officedepot.com, I think). 


I design and print mine using a standard graphics program (Micrografix 
Windows Draw, which I don't think is even sold anymore). Not sure how this 
stuff would work with the popular QSL-printing program we see mentioned 
occasionally. 


If you know of any similar paper which comes in standard notecard size, I'd 
love to hear about it.

>Laziness and poor operating habits? Peer Pressure from the Rabid DX hounds? 
>Not sure. I do know that for most of my years in Ham Radio the MOST power I 
>ran was 250 watts AM/CW and briefly a KW on SSB. Since then 100 or less, 
>usually MUCH less. 


In most cases, none of the above. If a person's goal is to reach Honor 
Roll (DXCC) or work as many countries as possible on CW or SSB, and not 
spend a life time doing it, they need a KW. It isn't an option - they need 
it. If the goal is winning or scoring as high as possible in a contest, 
they need a KW. If they carry on a weekly schedule with a buddy, they 
might need a KW to maintain the conversation depending on band 
conditions/QRM/QRN. There are plenty of good reasons to maintain and 
operate an amplifier - whether it's a 500 watter or a 1500 watter. During 
the last solar peak a friend of mine (VE3BW) went to ZK1. We were chatting 
one late one night on 20m SSB - 100 watts both directions, Q5 all the 

way. Part way through the ragchew, another local friend (Barry - VE3CDX) 
came on the air. Barry lives about 50 miles from here. Joe in ZK1 could 
hear both of us but Barry and I couldn't hear each other at all. The only 
way Barry and I could hear or talk to each other and still keep Joe (in 
ZK1) in the loop was to each run 1500 watts with the beams swung partly 
between ZK1 and each other. I could probably cite 50 or 100 more examples. 


I hear QRO guys (I am one, but relatively inactive - the amp will need a 
good dusting-off before I use it again) running-down QRP with the "life is 
too short for QRP" phrase and all the rest of it. I always step-in to 
defend QRP, telling them that QRP is a whole different sub-set of the 
hobby with different challenges than non-QRP, exciting for tens of 
thousands of QRPers. QRP'ers aren't after a 1 million point score in the 
CQWW contest, they aren't trying to work 320 countries before the solar 
cycle subsides, they aren't rag chewing with uncle Henry in South Africa 
every Sunday night at 9 PM. Many QRP'ers ARE QRP'ers because they built 
their own equipment, equipment which happens to be affordable and 
technically within reach of most. Comparing QRO to QRP is like comparing 
apples and oranges. The frequencies are the same and the band conditions 
are the same but that's about where the similarity ends. 


On occasion (and this is one of them) I see QRP guys "running down" guys 
with amplifiers; maybe it isn't "running down" the amp owners but there's 
an air of , "what a bunch of bone heads - all that power and they haven't 


figured out that it isn't even needed". Well, now I present the inverse 
set of arguments to QRP'ers that feel that way : you don't have the same 
goals that most amp owner's have; you can't compare your fascination with 
the hobby to theirs - they are different things. And no question, the 
"bone heads" in ham radio do seem to gravitate towards owning 

amplifiers. But the bone-heads are just another subset of the hobby. They 
were bone-heads long before they ever became hams; the amps didn't make 
them that way. What about the ,"QRO amp owners have more money than brains 
attitude - all that money spent". Nonsense. You can buy a good used KW 
amp for the same money as a K2. The guys buying brand new amps at $3K to 
$5K apiece are in the minority. Another one is the, " yea, but who could 
afford the electric bill to run one of those things". More nonsense for 
the average amp user. My dual 3-500Z amp draws 150 watts to keep the 
filaments lit while sitting in standby mode. It has to run nearly 7 hours 
continuously to use a whole KW-Hr. A KW-Hr cost 8.5 cents. If I have a 
one hour ragchew with 2KW input on SSB (where the duty cycle is maybe 30%), 
there's another @.6 KW-Hr used up. Well, that adds another whole 5 cents 
to the total. Peanuts ! The price of a resistor. I'd have to run 10 days 
straight like that to have spent the price of a cup of coffee. 


And in some cases, the reason for using an amp is exactly as stated in the 
original quote from above : laziness; can't be bothered to learn better 
operating habits; peer pressure ( listen to the alligators on 75 meters any 
night of the week - if you don't have an amp, you can't join-in). 


My unsolicited suggestion is to try to keep an open mind about the other 
aspects of the hobby. If someone is involved in another part of the hobby 
that you aren't, you might want to have a peek to understand just what it 
is that so fascinating on the other side of the fence. 6 meter dx'ing is 
like that for me - I have no idea why anyone would bother with that. But 
I've also never sat in front of a 6 meter rig and really thought about the 
new challenges that 6 meters presents.

I picked up a partially completed board at a hamfest 
over the weekend for an 80 M SSB receiver ("The 
Traveler", 73, Oct. '94). Got one for a QRP 


transmitter, too! 


I have built lots of kits and a few simple HB circuits 


that did not require any unusual parts, but nothing 
where I've had to scrounge parts. However, since many 
of the parts are already on the receiver board, I 
thought I try my hand at finishing this one first. 
After a search on the internet, I have found most of 
what I need via Dan's or RS. However, I am having 
trouble with two components for the receiver. 


First is the main chip, a Motorola IC, MC3335P. This 
was originally designed as an FM receiver chip but was 
incorporated into the Traveler design. I've checked 
Mouser, and I have done an internet search to no 
avail. Anybody know where I can get one, or who has 
one for sale? 


Second, the design calls for four 5.185 MHz crystals 
in a HC49U holder. I can get these from Mouser, but 
that is all I really need from them. If I have to, I 
can add some stuff to it to get to the minimum order, 
but that would be a last resort. Anyone happen to 
have four of these lying around? Obviously, I am 
more that willing to pay whatever they're worth.

One question, though: 


I use the HP PhotoSmart P1000 printer which causes the paper to make a "U 
turn" in the printing process; i.e., the paper goes in print-side down and 
is turned to print-side up in the printing process and outputs in that 
position. 


The 69 lb paper stock sounds very thick - do you think the typical photo 
printer like mine can handle that stock thickness? The printer handles the 
HP Premium Plus photo paper with no problems and it is very "thick" 
although I do not have a weight figure for it.

Dan - I haven't seen a reply to your numerical specific queries on noise. I 
hate to see a loop unclosed. I think that the following will resolve your 
problems. 


The RMS noise voltage in a resistor is V(RRMS) = SQRT(4kTR) 


Which I think takes care of your factor of two problem. 


I am responsible for leading you astray on the noise figure question, so I 
apologise for giving you wrong information. Mea culpa. 


The noise figure for a amplifier is given by; 
NF = 10 log((4ktR(source) + Vnx*2)/4kTR(source)), or with fewer parenthesis, 


NF 


10 log (1+ (vnx**2)/4kTR(source) ) 

I think that this is what you were originally alluding to when you wanted to 
know if the noise from the reference source was included in both the 
denominator and numerator of the log. Sorry for the wrong information. 
VC(RRMS) is the RMS noise voltage density from a resistor R Volts/ sqrt(Hz) 

k is Boltzmann's constant. Has anyoe seen a picture of Boltzmann? 

T is the absolute temperature of the resistor, 

R is the resistance of the resistor, 

R(source) is the source resistance of the device being described 


and 


Vnx*2 is the square of the noise voltage density contributed by the device 
under consideration. 


I think that this information will give you numerical answers that make more 
sense. 


By the way, a very accessible discussion on noise and noise figures of the 
sort you originally asked for is in Horowitz and Hill, "The Art of 
Electronics". I don't know why I didn't think of it before. 


I hope that this helps, but I suspect that others have already sent you the 
same information privately. Sorry for getting you off on the wrong foot. See 
you at Tuthill?

I always say, if its not broke, don't £1ix it. But with the start of "back 
to school" specials in the paper, it is time to start thinking of getting 
ready for winter..... antenna wise. 


My question is, would I benefit much from raising the feed point of my 80 
meter inverted L ? I heard a ham talking about his "lazy" inverted L on 80. 
The feed point was high on his tower, then over and down. The same as a 
bent 80 meter sloper I guess. He claimed it worked very well. The feed 
point would be up 35/40 feet. 


I am using a traditional inverted L, with the feed point up about 5 feet, 
with 2 elevated radials around the house at 5 feet, 2 buried radials and 3 


20 foot irrigation pipes connected in series under the deck. 


I am satisfied with the performance of the current system....but if it could 
be easily improved.
